Red Cross esa hardly“be imazined. Tho 
Luxemburg ted Cros readored all possible 
aid, a9 long as the Geraians pormitted it.

Italian sources, however, wera. gome- 
times smuggled through and ‘read- with 
avidity, bat in the utmost secrecy as their 
discovery would ‘have ‘led to much
